“The worst conditions were 
found In Poland, which has the 
greatest needs,” he said in a re 
port submitied to Mr. Hoover, | 
honorary chairman of the United 
States Famine Emergency Com- 
mittee. 

He told a press conference that 
the situation in Germany 
practically the same as in Poland, | 
but added: “The Germans are 
better organizers and are making 
the best of what they get.” 

“From data gathered in various 
countries which we have sur- 
veyed, I estimate that as a result 
of war, mass killings, vast en- 
forced migrations and famine | 
there are today no less than 11,- 
000,000 orphans and half-orphans 
in Europe.” | 

He said England was doing a 
“magnificent” child-feeding job 
and that Finland was struggling 
to provide .a “modest soup” for | 
children.
